Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  main  features  in  this  report  will  be  on  the  same 
lines  as  those  of  its  predecessors,  but  will  vary  a  little  on  some  of  the 
details.  For  instance,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  re-arrange  Tables 
I  to  IV.  and  have  added  an  additional  one,  Table  V.  In  Table  I  to 
IV.  only  those  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  are  dealt  with  which  are 
included  in  that  portion  of  the  “  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act  ” 
adopted  in  this  parish.  Table  V.  deals  with  deaths  from  other 
zymotic  diseases  not  included  in  the  Notification  Returns.  Another 
alteration  will  consist  in  giving  a  tabular  statement  of  cases  of  sickness 
and  deaths  in  defined  areas  throughout  the  parish  with  the  population  of 
each  area.  For  lack  of  a  better  system  I  have  utilised  the  census  (1891) 
Enumeration  Districts,  and  have  placed  them  in  their  respective 
localities  : —

Twelve  hundred  and  forty-two  births  have  been  registered  during 
the  past  year,  viz.,  six  hundred  and  twenty-three  boys  and  six  hundred 
and  nineteen  girls  (precisely  the  same  figures  as  those  for  last  year.) 
This  on  an  estimated  population  of  32,100  gives  an  annual  Birth  Rate 
of  387  per  1,000  inhabitants. 

MORTALITY  RETURNS. 

In  the  same  period  five  hundred  and  ninety-five  deaths  have  been 
recorded,  viz,  three  hundred  and  nine  males  and  two  hundred  and 
eighty  six  females,  giving  a  death-rate  of  18*53  per  1000  inhabitants  per 
annum  on  the  estimated  population.

The  same  causes  exist,  and  in  my  opinion,  are  productive  of  this 
heavy  infant  mortality,  as  were  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  and  I 
have  no  new  facts  or  theories  to  bring  forward  except  that  low  wages 
and  increased  poverty  have  been  more  pronounced  this  last  year. 

Eighteen  deaths  have  occurred  outside  the  district  amongst 
persons  belonging  thereto,  viz.,  six  at  the  Guest  Hospital,  Dudley,  and 
twelve  at  the  Workhouse,  Dudley.  All  were  from  non-infectious 
diseases. 

Epidemic  Influenza. — A  few  cases  of  this  disease  appeared  at  intervals 
in  the  Upper  Division  of  the  parish  until  March,  when  a  sharp 
epidemic  of  it  occurred  throughout  the  whole  of  the  parish. 
It  was  most  prevalent  amongst  children.  It  subsided  towards 
the  end  of  June,  but  reappearing  at  the  end  of  October  raged 
with  increased  severity  during  November  and  December. 
Fortunately  this  epidemic,  though  it  was  more  severe  than  any 
of  its  predecessors,  both  as  regards  numbers  attacked  and 
gravity  of  symptoms,  was  of  short  duration.  Sixteen  deaths 
were  caused  by  it  throughout  the  parish.  (In  Table  A  these 
sixteen  deaths  are  included  in  the  column  headed  “  Deaths 
from  all  Other  Diseases  ”)  It  attacked  the  lungs,  heart,  and 
intestines  more  frequently  than  either  of  the  previous  epidemics, 
and  cases  of  Pneumonia,  Pericarditis,  or  Peritonitis  were 
frequent  complications  of  it. 

Mumps. — An  epidemic  of  Mumps  occurred  in  the  Lower  Division  of  the 
parish  during  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March. 
No  deaths  from  it  were  recorded. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  epidemic  was  very  prevalent  in  the  Lower 
Division  of  the  parish  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year.  It  abated  during  April  and  May,  but  reappeared 
in  July  and  spread  over  the  whole  of  the  parish.  In  October 
it  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Upper  Division.  It  gradually 
subsided,  but  the  parish  was  not  clear  of  it  all  through  the 
year.  Twenty  eight  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease.

Measles. — An  epidemic  of  measles  was  prevalent  in  the  Lower  Division 
of  the  parish  in  the  last  quarter  of  1893.  It  continued 
throughout  January  and  February  in  the  same  locality  and 
then  subsided.  Another  outbreak  occuired  in  the  Upper 
Division  in  October  and  November  but  was  not  of  a  serious 
nature.  Five  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  due  to 
this  cause. 

Diarrhcea. — Six  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  It 
became  very  prevalent  in  August  and  continued  so  during 
September,  October,  and  November.  It  was  included  under 
the  notifiable  diseases  at  the  end  of  September  on  account  of 
an  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Tividale.  Two  hundred  and 
seventeen  cases  were  reported  between  the  end  of  September 
and  middle  of  December.  They  were  chiefly  in  the  Upper 
Division  of  the  parish.  As  the  statistics  of  this  disease  will 
appear  in  my  tabulated  returns  I  shall  not  enlarge  any  further 
on  it  at  present.  As  none  of  these  five  zymotic  diseases 
(diarrhoea  excepted  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year)  are 
notifiable,  I  have  no  means  of  arriving  at  an  accurate  total  of 
those  attacked  and  can  only  give  as  actual  facts  the  information 
obtained  from  the  death  returns.

No 
cases  of  sickness  or  death  occurred  amongst  this  population. 

Five  hundred  and  eight  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  re¬ 
ported,  viz.,  one  hundred  and  eighty  seven  under  five  years  and  three 
hundred  and  twenty  one  over  five  years  of  age.  One  hundred  and  five 
deaths  have  been  registered.  Sixty  nine  of  those  under  five  years  and 
thirty  six  above  that  age.  This  includes  sixteen  deaths  from  Influenza, 
five  from  Measles,  twenty  eight  from  Whooping  Cough  and  twenty  six 
from  Diarrhoea. 

In  the  first  quarter  thirty  four  deaths  were  registered,  viz.,  thirty 
under  five  and  four  over  five. 

Fifty  three  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  viz.,  eighteen  under 
five  and  thirty  five  over  five. 

In  the  second  quarter  sixteen  deaths,  viz.,  eight  under  and  eight 
over  five  years.  Fifty  six  cases  of  sickness,  viz.,  fifteen  under  and  forty 
one  over  five  years. 

In  the  third  quarter,  thirty  two  deaths,  viz.,  twenty  two  under  and 
ten  over  five.  One  hundred  and  ten  cases  of  sickness,  viz.,  twenty  eight 
under  and  eighty  two  over  five. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  twenty  three  deaths,  viz  ,  nine  under  and 
fourteen  over  five.  Two  hundred  and  eighty  nine  cases  of  sickness, 
viz.,  one  hundred  and  twenty  six  under  and  one  hundred  and  sixty 
three  over  five. 

For  a  tabulated  statement  of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  see 
tables  IV  and  V. 

For  quarterly  death  rate  per  1000  per  annum  see  table  III. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  cases  have  been  reported  as  occurring 
amongst  seventy  seven  families.  Two  deaths  have  been  registered 
Eleven  cases  were  reported  in  January,  and  one  death  occurred  at  No. 
74,  Dudley  Road,  Tividale.  Seven  of  them  were  at  Tividale,  one  at 
Dudley  Road,  Springfield,  two  at  Shepherd’s  Fold  and  one  at  Waterfall 
Lane. 


In  February  seven  cases  were  reported.  Four  at  Tividale,  two  at 
Tory  Street,  and  one  at  Turner’s  Hill. 

In  March  thirteen  cases  were  reported,  six  at  Tividale,  six  at 
Turner’s  Hill  and  one  at  Rowley.  Those  at  Turner’s  Hill  oceurred  in 
three  adjoining  houses. 


In  April  nine  cases  were  reported,  and  one  death  occurred  at  No. 
19,  Turner’s  Hill.  Two  of  the  new  cases  were  at  Tividale  and  seven 
at  Turner’s  Hill,  in  the  same  row  as  those  reported  in  the  previous 
month. 

In  May  eight  cases  were  reported,  one  at  Tividale,  one  at  the 
Throne,  one  at  Hawes  Lane  and  five  in  the  Lower  Division,  viz.,  one  at 
Grainger’s  Lane,  two  at  Meredith  Street,  and  two  at  Corngreaves  Road. 

In  June  five  cases  were  reported,  one  at  Rowley  and  four  in  the 
Lower  Division,  viz.,  one  at  Newtown  Street,  one  at  Lomey  Town  and 
two  at  Corngreaves  Road. 

In  July  nine  cases  were  reported,  one  at  Tividale,  four  at  Shepherd’s 
Fold  in  one  house,  one  at  Ross,  one  at  Tump  Road,  one  at  Springfield 
Lane,  and  one  at  Cherry  Orchard. 

In  August  seven  cases  were  reported,  one  at  Tividale,  one  at  Oak¬ 
ham,  one  at  Rowley,  three  in  one  house  at  Cherry  Orchard  and  one  in 
Wagon  Street. 


In  September  six  cases  were  reported,  two  at  Tividale,  one  at 
Church  Street,  one  at  Meredith  Street,  one  at  Wagon  Street,  and  one  at 
Reddall  Street. 

In  October,  nineteen  cases  were  reported,  four  at  Providence  Street 
(three  in  one  house),  three  in  Wagon  Street,  one  in  Grainger’s  Lane,  one 
in  Wright’s  Lane,  one  at  Surfeit  Hill,  two  at  Haden  Hill,  one  at 
Hayseech,  two  at  Waterfall  Lane,  one  at  Oldbury  Road,  one  at  High 
Street,  one  at  Birmingham  Road,  one  at  Causeway. 

In  November  eleven  cases  were  reported,  five  at  Blackheath,  one 
at  Rowley,  one  at  Spring  Meadows,  one  at  Pear  Tree  Street,  one  at 
Church  Street,  one  at  Grenville  Street,  and  one  at  Gorsty  Hill. 

In  December  nine  cases  were  reported,  four  at  Blackheath,  one  at 
Haden  Hill,  one  at  Hayseech,  two  at  Wiight’s  Lane,  and  one  at  Gorsty 
Hill. 


This  statement  shews  that  Scarlet  Fever  existed  in  the  parish 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year.  It  was  prevalent  only  in  the  Upper 
part  of  the  parish  until  the  early  part  of  May,  chiefly  so  at  Tividale  and 
Turner’s  Hill.  In  May  an  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Lower  Division 
and  continued  with  more  or  less  severity  until  the  end  of  December. 
Isolated  cases  cropped  up  throughout  the  whole  of  the  parish  all  through 
the  year 

It  was  imported  into  Tividale  in  the  early  part  of  December,  1892 
(as  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report)  from  Birmingham.  It  extended 
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to  Turner’s  Hill,  and  from  there  to  Rowley  and  neighbourhood. 
The  outbreak  in  the  Lower  Division  was  probably  imported  from 
Quarry  Bank  and  Cradley,  in  both  of  which  districts  it  was  prevalent. 
Isolation  is  impossible  in  the  majority  of  the  houses,  especially  in  small 
shops  (provision  and  general  retail)  and  where  trades  are  carried  on  at 
home.  The  inability  to  prevent  convalescent  patients  exposing  them¬ 
selves  is  a  fruitful  source  of  spreading  the  disease,  as  I  am  afraid  is  also 
the  attendance  at  school  of  children  suffering  from  a  mild  and  probably 
unsuspected  attack. 

SMALLPOX. 

By  arrangements  with  the  Oldbury  Local  Board,  Small-pox  patients 
from  the  Oldbury  district  were  admitted  into  the  Tividale  Hospital  and 
there  treated,  the  Oldbury  Local  Board  defraying  the  whole  of  the  cost. 
Ten  cases  were  admitted  between  April  19th  and  May  3rd,  and  the  last 
patient  was  discharged  June  24th.  One  death  occurred  amongst  them, 
to  a  little  girl  who  died  from  pneumonia,  a  fe  v  hours  after  being  brought 
to  the  hospital.  There  were  very  few  vesicles  on  the  body,  but  not 
sufficient  to  account  for  death. 

A  case  occurred  at  No.  21,  Lower  Chapel  Street,  Tividale,  April 
28th.  Fortunately,  I  had  early  information  of  this  case  (April  20th), 
saw  the  patient  in  the  first  stage  of  the  disease  and  had  her  conveyed  to 
the  hospital  at  once.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken  in  disinfecting 
the  house  and  contents.  No  other  case  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood, 
although  it  is  a  very  crowded  one.  This  patient  was  not  vaccinated. 
The  second  case  occurred  at  Tividale  on  September  9th  at  No.  116, 
Dudley  Road,  near  the  entrance  to  the  hospital  drive.  I  received 
information  of  it  on  Sunday,  September  icth,  and  had  the  patient 
removed  to  the  hospital  the  same  day.  This  proved  to  be  a  severe  case 
of  Confluent  type.  He  was  discharged  October  28th.  There  were  no 
vaccination  marks  visible.  Immediately  after  his  removal  I  re-vaccin¬ 
ated  his  two  brothers  who  had  been  sleeping  with  him.  The  operation 
was  successful  in  both  cases.  The  house,  clothing,  etc.,  were  all 
thoroughly  disinfected.  No  other  cases  have  occurred  since  in  this  part 
of  the  parish.  An  outbreak  occurred  in  the  Lower  Division  of  the  parish 
in  November.  On  the  16th  of  that  month  three  cases  were  admitted 
into  the  hospital  from  No.  37,  Corngreaves  Road.  Two  other  cases 
were  admitted  from  the  same  house  on  the  17th  and  24th,  and  on 
December  3rd  another  case  was  admitted  from  No.  95,  Grainger’s 
Lane. 

The  first  case  was  in  a  servant  girl  who  had  been  living  at  Walsall, 
where  her  master  died  of  the  disease.  She  came  home  to  No.  37, 
Corngreaves  Road,  and  shortly  afterwards  sickened  and  developed  a 
mild  case  of  smallpox  which  was  not  recognised  until  three  other 
members  of  the  family  were  attacked.  It  was  then  reported,  and  the 
four  were  removed  into  the  hospital  and  were  followed  by  a  fifth 
afterwards.  All  these  cases  were  of  a  mild  type  and  recovered.  They 
had  all  been  vaccinated.  The  case  in  Grainger’s  Lane  was  reported  on 
December  8th  in  the  evening,  and  was  removed  to  the  hospital  on  the 
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following  morning.  This  person  had  not  been  vaccinated,  and  the  case 
proved  to  be  of  a  severe  Confluent  type.  She  died  on  December  nth. 

A  case  occurred  at  No.  74,  High  Street,  Blackheath,  and  another 
at  Tump  Road,  Blackheath,  and  were  both  removed  on  December  26th. 
They  had  both  been  well  vaccinated,  and  the  disease  was  of  a  very  mild 
type. 

The  first  case  (22,  Lower  Chapel  Street,  Tividale),  probably 
contracted  the  disease  at  Oldbury.  The  second  case  (116,  Dudley  Road, 
Tividale),  a  boy  employed  by  a  baker  to  deliver  bread.  He  was 
frequently  in  Oldbury.  I  could  not  get  any  history  of  contact  with 
small-pox  patients  in  either  case. 

In  the  Corngreaves  Road  cases,  the  disease  was  undoubtedly 
imported  from  Walsall,  and  in  the  Grainger’s  Lane  case  the  probability 
is  that  the  disease  was  conveyed  through  infected  clothing,  as  the 
patient  was  an  assistant  in  a  pawnbroker’s  shop,  and  articles  were  taken 
in  pledge  from  Quarry  Bank  where  the  disease  was  prevalent.  There 
was  some  little  delay  in  reporting  some  of  these  cases,  especially  in  those 
of  the  mild  type.  The  effect  of  vaccination  (recent  and  remote)  has  been 
very  marked  in  the  twenty  cases  I  have  had  under  observation  this  last 
year,  the  disease  almost  invariably  assuming  the  severe  or  mild  forms, 
according  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  vaccination  marks.  Only 
two  cases  of  Confluent  Small-pox  occurred  in  vaccination  cases.  One 
of  them  is  a  man  aged  forty  years  who  was  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and 
had  three  indistinct  marks.  The  other  is  a  man  aged  thirty  years,  also 
vaccinated  in  infancy,  He  had  two  small  marks.  Three  unvaccinated 
patients  had  very  severe  forms  of  the  Confluent  variety,  and  one  of  them 
died.  All  the  others  were  protected,  and  had  the  disease  in  a  very 
mild  form.  No  case  of  small-pox  occurred  after  vaccination  to  any  of 
the  members  of  the  families  from  which  patients  had  been  removed, 
notably  in  the  case  of  No.  116,  Dudley  Road,  and  No.  95,  Grainger’s 
Lane,  whilst  in  the  Corngreaves  Road  family  two  cases  occurred  after 
refusing  re-vaccination. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  of  the  disease  during  the 
past  year,  most  probably  due  to  the  scanty,  and  in  several  plaees,  impure 
water  supply. 

Three  cases  occurred  at  the  end  of  April  at  Pear  Tree  Street,  two 
in  one  house.  All  of  a  mild  form. 

A  severe  case  occurred  at  No.  76,  Hackett  Street.  The  water 
supply  (well)  was  unsatisfactory.  Three  cases  occurred  at  No.  34, 
Halesowen  Street  in  Jnne  from  a  similar  cause.  There  was  a  case  at 
No.  4,  Turner’s  Hill  in  August,  one  at  No.  7,  Turner’s  Hill,  and  one  at 
No.  91,  High  Street,  in  September.  There  was  no  water  supply  to 
either  of  the  houses  at  Turner’s  Hill.  In  October  there  were  three 
more  cases  in  the  Turner’s  Hill  District,  viz.,  one  at  No.  28,  Portway, 
one  at  No.  11,  Turner’s  Hill,  and  one  at  the  City.  The  water  supply  to 
all  these  houses  is  scanty  or  impure.  No  deaths  from  this  disease  were 
registered. 


CROUP. 


Twenty  three  cases  were  reported,  and  thirteen  of  them  proved  fatal. 
Seventeen  of  the  cases  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and  six  above  that 
age.  They  were  all  isolated  cases,  and  I  could  not  obtain  any  history 
of  infection  in  any  of  them. 

TYPHOID  (ENTERIC)  FEVER. 

Fifty-nine  cases  were  reported  as  occurring  amongst  forty-six 
families,  and  nine  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease.  This  is  a 
considerable  increase  on  those  tor  last  year.  In  a  great  measure  this 
may  be  attributed  to  the  dry  summer  and  consequent  deficient  water 
supply.  The  first  half  of  the  year  was  totally  free  from  the  disease. 

In  June,  a  case  was  imported  into  Mott  Street,  from  Birmingham. 
The  disease  had  evidently  not  been  recognised  as  the  patient  was 
ordered  into  the  country  for  fresh  air.  He  died  within  a  week  of  his 
arrival. 

In  July,  a  case  happened  in  Halesowen  Street,  which  proved  fatal 
in  four  days.  There  was  a  doubt  as  to  its  being  Typhus  or  Typhoid. 
Eight  cases  were  reported  during  the  month,  four  in  the  Upper  and  four 
in  the  Lower  Division. 

In  August,  there  was  a  death  at  8r,  Graingers  Lane,  due  to  an 
impure  well.  Three  cases  were  also  reported,  all  in  the  Lower 
Division. 

In  September,  there  was  a  death  at  No.  19,  King  Street.  Twenty- 
four  cases  were  recorded.  They  were  scattered  over  the  whole  of  the 
parish  (except  Tividale.)  Nine  were  in  the  Lower  and  fifteen  in  the 
Upper  Division,  Springfield  contributing  seven  cases.  The  first  of  the 
Springfield  cases  was  reported  September  nth,  and  the  remainder  not 
until  October  3rd,  although  all  of  them  had  been  under  treatment  for 
periods  varying  from  three  to  five  weeks.  This  is  the  only  instance  of 
an  aggregation  of  cases  in  any  one  locality.  Impure  water  was,  I  feel 
convinced,  the  cause  of  this  outbreak. 

One  death  at  No.  108,  Springfield  Lane  in  October.  Six  cases 
reported,  five  of  them  in  the  Lower  Division,  and  one  at  Beet  Street, 
Blackheath. 

In  November,  two  deaths.  One  at  No.  52,  Grainger’s  Lane,  and 
one  at  No.  54,  High  Street,  Cradley  Heath.  Two  cases  reported,  one 
at  No.  53,  High  Street,  Cradley  Heath,  and  one  at  No.  54,  Hacket 
Street. 

In  December,  one  death  at  No.  58,  Hackett  Street,  and  five  cases 
reported,  four  in  the  Lower  and  one  in  the  Upper  Division. 

As  a  probable  factor  in  causing  the  increase  in  this  disease,  and 
also  in  diphtheria,  I  think  the  dry  summer  occupies  a  very  prominent 
position  by  the  effect  it  had  on  the  water  supply  and  water  courses. 
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The  majority  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company,  but  there  still  remains  a  considerable  number 
that  are  dependent  on  wells.  Many  of  these  wells  are  shallow,  and 
collect  only  surface  springs  and  land  drainage,  and  are  often  situated 
near  sources  of  possible  pollution.  All  of  these  shallow,  and  many  of 
the  deeper  wells  have  been  dry  during  the  past  summer,  and  the  people 
have  had  to  procure  water  from  very  suspicious  sources.  Most  of  our 
drainage  is  through  open  channels,  and  the  house  drainage  is  conveyed 
to  them  through  open  drips.  The  mining  operations  have  broken  up 
ind  disturbed  many  of  these  drains.  The  protracted  dry  and  hot 
summer  has  caused  the  more  solid  portions  of  the  drainage  to  stagnate, 
and  now  since  the  advent  of  the  rain  the  accumulated  dried  matter  is 
stin  ed  up  into  a  state  of  activity.  With  regard  to  the  wells,  the  collection 
of  surface  water  they  now  contain  must  be  very  impure  (a  result  proved 
by  the  analysis  of  numerous  samples  of  well  water.;  This  last  fact, 
taken  with  the  absence  of  the  natural  flushing  of  the  drains  and  water 
courses,  does  in  my  opinion  account  in  a  great  measure  for  the  increase 
in  our  zymotic  diseases 

CONTINUED  FEVER. 

Three  cases  from  this  disease  (have  been  reported.  The  first 
occurred  at  No.  24,  Mott  Street  in  July,  and  the  other  two  occurred  in 
October.  One  at  Wright’s  Lane  and  one  at  No.  61,  High  Street.  All 
the  cases  recovered  and  there  was  nothing  exceptional  in  the  Sanitary 
arrangements  of  any  of  these  three  houses. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

This  disease  has  been  much  more  prevalent  this  year  than  last,  but 
the  mortality  has  been  much  less.  Forty  nine  cases  and  two  deaths  this 
year  as  against  nineteen  cases  and  seven  deaths  for  last  year.  Only  four 
cases  and  one  death  were  of  children  under  five  years.  There  were  eight 
cases  and  one  death  in  the  first  quarter.  Eleven  cases  in  the  second 
thirteen  cases  and  one  death  in  the  third,  and  seventeen  cases  in  the 
last  quarter.  They  were  all  Sporadic  cases  and  were  scattered  throughout 
the  parish. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Cradley  Heath  in  December  of  last  year.  In  January  of  this  year  five 
deaths  wereYegistered  in  the  Lower  Division  of  the  Parish.  Since  then, 
only  a  few  Sporadic  cases  have  occurred  throughout  the  district.  This 
is  an  exceptionally  favourable  report,  as  T  had  come  to  look  on  Measles 
as  endemic  to  this  neighbourhood. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  has  been  more  prevalent  this  year  than  in  any  year  since 
1888.  Twenty-eight  deaths  have  been  registered  from  it,  twenty  of  them 
between  January  and  April,  all  in  the  Lower  Division.  In  May  it  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Upper  Division.  Six  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Upper 
and  two  in  the  Lower  Division  between  that  time  and  the  end  of  the 
year.  As  neither  this  disease  nor  Measles  have  been  included  amongst 
the  Diseases  notified,  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  num'bers 
attacked. 
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DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  has  been  much  more  prevalent  this  year  than  in  1892 
Twenty-six  deaths  have  been  registered  from  it,  twenty-three  children 
under  five,  and  three  adults.  Six  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  half 
year,  sixteen  in  the  third  quarter,  and  four  in  the  last  quarter.  Twenty, 
three  cases  were  reported  in  the  last  week  in  September  (sixteen  under, 
and  seven  over  five  years)  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  four  in  the 
quarter  ending  December  31st  (one  hundred  and  eleven  under  and 
eighty-three  over  five  years  of  age.) 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Tividale  at  the  end  of  September 
diarrhoea  was  included  in  the  notifiable  diseases  for  two  months,  and 
afterwards  for  an  additional  month. 

In  the  report  dated  September  6th,  the  attention  of  the  Board  was 
called  to  the  fact  that  diarrhoea  as  well  as  typhoid  fever  had  been,  and 
still  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  parish.  It  was  also  pointed  out 
that  extra  precautions  to  secure  the  cleansing  of  the  sewers  and  drains, 
and  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  were  requisite.  In  response  to  this  the 
Board  granted  extra  men  to  devote  their  time  to  this  special  work.  The 
disease  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  Upper  Division  of  the  parish,  was 
very  prevalent  through  October  and  November,  and  gradually  subsided 
in  December.  A  large  proportion  of  adults  were  aitacked,  viz.,  ninety 
out  of  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen.  Amongst  the  possible 
causes  for  this  excess  of  diarrhoea  may  be  included,  the ..  abundance  of 
fruit  (of  variable  degrees  of  soundness),  the  scarcity,  and  in  many  cases, 
the  impurity  of  the  water  supply,  the  excessive  heat  and  dryness  of  the 
summer  and  the  consequent  stagnation  of  surface  drains,  through  the 
absence  of  the  natural  flushing. 

CHOLERA. 

On  July  8th  I  was  called  in  to  see  a  case  at  No.  4,  Dudley  Road, 
Rowley,  which  I  diagnosed  as  English  cholera  The  symptoms  so 
closely  resembled  those  of  Asiatic  cholera,  that  for  a  time  I  was  in  doubt 
under  which  head  to  classify  the  disease.  A  review  of  the  whole  of  the 
fact,  together  with  the  opinions  of  Dr.  de  Denne  and  Dr.  George  Reid 
(the  County  Medical  Officer),  who  kindly  came  over  from  Stafford  and 
investigated  the  case  with  me  (after  the  patient’s  death)  enabled  me  to 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  English  cholera.  The  history  of  this 
case  is  as  follows  : — The  man  was  taken  ill  with  severe  Diarrhoea  on  July 
8th,  about  3  a  m.,  and  was  purged  three  times  between  then  and  6  a.m. 
He  went  to  work,  was  seized  with  violent  pains  in  his  bowels,  was  again 
purged  and  vomited.  He  lay  in  a  field,  into  which  he  had  gone  to 
relieve  himself,  for  two  hours,  and  was  then  brought  home  in  a  very 
exhausted  state.  When  I  first  saw  him  at  1  2  noon  he  was  lying  on  a 
couch,  complaining  of  pains  in  the  stomach  and  cramp  in  the  legs  and 
thighs,  also  of  feeling  very  sick.  He  was  quite  cold,  and  had  a  very  quick 
and  feeble  pulse.  I  saw  him  at  intervals  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
which  occurred  at  8  p.m.  the  same  evening.  The  symptoms  remained 
unchanged.  He  was  conscious  to  within  half-an-hour  of  his  death. 
The  corpse  was  buried  within  thirty-six  hours  after  death.  The  house 
was  stripped  of  all  paper,  the  walls  scraped,  and  the  rooms  fumigated 
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and  limewashed,  and  all  the  contents  of  the  house  stoved  immediately 
after  the  funeral.  No  other  case  has  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood. 

I  could  not  obtain  any  history  of  infection,  or  cause  of  the  illness.  The 
man  had  been  in  a  bad  state  of  health  for  some  weeks  previous  to  the 
attack. 

On  September  ioth  a  case  was  reported  at  No.  208,  Halesowen  Road, 
as  Cholera  Nostras.  I  saw  the  man  immediately  on  the  receipt  of  the 
certificate,  and  found  that  he  had  been  suffering  from  excessive  Diarrhsea 
for  five  days,  but  was  then  very  much  better.  There  had  been  little  or 
no  cramps  in  the  extremities,  and  both  Dr.  de  Denne  and  myself 
considered  it  a  case  of  excessive  Diarrhoea.  The  contents  of  the  closet 
were  removed  and  buried,  and  as  soon  as  possible  the  house  and  its 
contents  were  disinfected.  No  similar  case  occurred  in  this  neighbour¬ 
hood 

On  September  25th  notice  was  received  of  a  case  of  Cholera  at  No. 

42,  Lower  Chapel  Street,  Tividale  On  aariving  there  I  found  the 
patient  (Mary  Smith,  aged  61  years)  dead.  She  had  been  taken  ill 
on  September  23rd,  at  9  a.m  ,  and  died  on  September  24th  at  1.30  p.m. 
Whilst  making  enquiries  about  the  case,  I  was  informed  that  another 
woman  had  just  died.  I  immediately  went  to  the  house  (No.  138, 
Brown  Lion  Row,  and  found  that  a  Mrs.  Bailey,  aged  45  years),  had 
been  taken  ill  on  September  24th,  at  4  p.m.,  and  died  on  September 
25th,  at  T.30  p.m.  I  also  found  four  other  people  suffering  from 
Choleraic  Diarrhoea,  viz  : — 

William  Henry  Mann,  19  yrs.  at  No.  11,  Lower  Chapel  Street,  taken  ill  at  9  a.m.  Sept.  25th 
Amelia  Taylor,  60  ,,  12.  „  ,,  9  ,,  23rd 

Norman  Scriven,  6  ,,  18,  ,,  ,,  7  >>  25th 

Mary  Ball,  3®  >>  32,  >>  >>  2  ,,  23th 

On  ascertaining  the  nature  of  the  outbreak  I  telegraphed  to  Dr. 
Reid  (County  Medical  Officer),  who  came  over  the  same  evening  and 
visited  the  cases  with  me.  We  made  a  post-mortem  examination  on  the 
body  of  Mrs.  Bailey,  and  sent  a  portion  of  her  intestine  to  Dr.  Thorne 
Thorne,  Local  Government  Board  Officer  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

I  wrote  to  Dr.  Thorne  the  same  night,  and  telegraphed  to  him  the 
following  morning  reporting  the  cases.  In  reply  to  my  telegram,  Dr. 
Sweeting,  one  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Medical  Inspectors 
came  down  on  Tuesday  evening  and  saw  the  cases  with  me.  At  his 
request,  I  sent  a  second  portion  of  intestine  from  the  same  body  to  Dr. 
Thorne,  as  Dr.  Klein  reported  that  microscopically  the  case  was 
suggestive  of  true  Cholera,  and  he  required  another  portion  for  further 
investigation.  We  spent  the  greater  part  of  Wednesday  at  Tividale, 
trying  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  and  at  4  p.m.  we  attended 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  which  had  been  called  to  meet  Dr. 
Sweeting.  Dr.  Sweeting  explained  to  the  Board  the  reason  of  his  visit, 
and  made  the  following  suggestions  : — 

Tst,  That  all  healthy  people  should  be  removed  from  the  infected 
houses. 

2nd,  That  the  Notification  of  Diarrhoea  should  be  enforced  for  two 
months  from  present  date. 
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3rd,  That  a  re-issue  of  posters  advising  the  public  how  to  act  in 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  Cholera  and  Diarrhoea  especially,  should 
be  made  throughout  the  parish. 

4th,  That  the  contents  of  privies  which  had  received  infected 
discharge  should  be  cleaned  ont  at  once  and  their  contents  burned. 
(This  work  was  in  progress  before  and  at  the  time  of  Dr.  Sweeting’s 
visit.)  Also  that  the  Board  should  consider  the  advisability  of  doing 
their  own  scavenging. 

5th,  That  the  condition  of  Brown  Lion  Row  and  Lower  Chapel 
Street  should  receive  immediate  attention. 

All  these  suggestions  the  Board  agreed  to  adopt,  and  at  a  subse¬ 
quent  special  meeting  held  at  6  p.m.,  September  29th,  Mr.  Martin,  an 
eminent  engineer,  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  drainage  of 
Tividale.  Notice  had  been  previously  sent  to  the  medical  men  in  the 
district  informing  them  that  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act 
should  include  Diarrhoea  for  two  months.  On  September  26th  the 
Local  Government  Board  telegraphed  that  Dr.  Klein  was  unable  to 
distinguish  the  disease  from  true  Cholera.*  The  whole  of  Thursday  was 
spent  in  carrying  out  Dr.  Sweeting’s  suggestions.  On  Friday  Dr. 
Sweeting  and  myself  again  visited  and  inspected  the  whole  of  Tividale. 
On  Saturday,  I  accompanied  Dr.  Sweeting  to  the  Local  Board  Offices 
to  enable  him  to  complete  his  notes. 

The  adoption  of  Diarrhsea  as  a  notifiable  disease  brought  to  light 
the  following  cases  from  Tividale.  In  addition  to  the  Cholera  cases, 
nine  cases  of  Diarrhoea  were  reported,  four  cases  under  five  years  of  age 
and  five  over.  Three  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  infected  locality, 
viz.,  a  son  of  Mrs.  Bailey,  at  No.  129,  Brown  Lion  Row;  a  woman  at 
No.  153,  Brown  Lion  Row;  and  a  child  at  No.  14,  Lower  Chapel  Street 
(the  same  yard  in  which  there  were  two  other  cases.)  No  further 
death  occurred  amongst  any  of  these  cases  until  October  28th  when 
Bailey’s  child  died  from  exhaustion  induced  by  Diarrhoea.  All  the 
other  patients  made  more  or  less  protracted  recoveries.  The  bodies  of 
the  two  that  died  were  buried  within  forty-eight  hours,  and  the  coffins 
were  surrounded  with  quicklime.  The  houses  were  immediately 
stripped  of  all  paper,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  scraped.  They  were 
then  washed  all  over  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  and  afterwards 
fumigated  with  sulphur.  All  the  contents  of  the  houses  were  stoved  or 
fumigated.  The  bedding  was  burned.  The  same  course  was  adopted 
to  all  the  houses  in  which  Cholera  cases  had  occurred,  as  soon  as  the 
patients  were  convalescent.  Void  houses  were  rented  by  the  Board, 
and  all  the  healthy  members  from  the  infected  families  were  removed  to 
them.  The  water  courses  and  drains  were  cleaned  out  daily,  and 
disinfectants  were  used  freely. 

Several  theories  were  started  as  to  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  but 
the  following  facts  are  patent. 

The  drainage  of  the  whole  of  Tividale  is  bad.  The  whole  of  the 
district  is  undermined,  and  most  of  the  old  drains  and  water  courses 
are  either  broken  or  diverted.  All  the  drains  now  in  use  in  this 
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particular  locality  are  open  ditches.  The  whole  of  the  house  drainage 
is  conveyed  through  open  drips  into  these  ditches.  The  cellars  in 
several  of  the  houses  contain  water  which  can  only  be  removed  by 
pumping  or  draining  into  dumb  wells.  Part  of  a  disused  colliery  bank 
within  fifty  yards  of  the  lower  end  of  Lower  Chapel  Street  had  formerly 
served  as  a  night-soil  tip. 

In  the  Brown  Lion  Row,  houses  Nos.  137 — 143  inclusive  were  in 
a  very  dilapidated  condition.  The  backs  of  these  houses  are  within 
three  feet  of  the  canal  embankment,  and  are  below  the  level  of  the  canal. 
To  make  matters  worse  the  tenants  had  been  in  the  habit  of  depositing 
ashes  in  this  narrow  entry  until  they  had  accumulated  a  heap  several 
feet  thick,  so  causing  the  back  rooms  to  be  very  damp. 

On  application  being  made  to  the  Board,  extra  men  were  employed 
to  keep  the  drains  clear.  The  closets  were  all  emptied  and  disinfected, 
and  the  contents  buried.  Orders  were  issued  for  the  supply  of  tap 
water  to  those  houses  which  had  not  a  proper  supply.  The  night-soil 
tip  was  ploughed  as  far  as  practicable,  and  the  remainder  of  the  ashes 
and  refuse  was  levelled,  covered  with  a  six  inch  coat  of  gas  lime  and 
afterwards  with  a  foot  of  earth.  The  houses  Nos.  137 — 143  Brown 
Lion  Row  were  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

This  outbreak  of  Cholera  occurred  simultaneously  with  the  return 
home  of  a  number  of  hop  pickers  (Ball  and  Mann  amongst  the  number) 
who  brought  a  quantity  of  apples  and  other  fruit  with  them,  which  was 
partaken  of  more  or  less  freely  by  all  the  above-mentioned  cases. 

A  quantity  of  fish  had  been  sold  in  this  neighbourhood  during  the 
week,  of  which  several  of  them  had  partaken,  but  I  could  not  get  any 
trustworthy  information  of  the  fish  being  unsound. 

DEATHS  FROM  ALL  OTHER  CAUSES. 

These  do  not  call  for  any  special  mention,  as  they  are  not  above 
the  average.

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PREVENTIVE  MEASURES  ADOPTED. 

*  bese  are  the  same  as  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  viz. 
visiting  each  case  of  infectious  disease  as  soon  as  possible  after  notifica 
tion.  Preventing  children  from  infected  houses  attending  school. 
Removal  to  hospital  of  all  cases  of  small-pox.  Disinfection  of  houses 
by  sulphur  fumes,  carbolic  acid  washing,  and  lime  washing,  are  still 
carried  on.  An  active  supervision  over  people  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases  to  prevent  them  exposing  themselves  or  their  clothing  in  public. 
Burial  of  all  excreta,  after  the  addition  of  carbolic  acid  powder.  Free 
distribution  of  disinfectants  and  a  frequent  house  to  house  inspection. 
Attention  to  the  water  supply,  to  the  state  of  the  drains  and  priviesj 
together  with  a  constant  supervision  of  the  district,  constitutes  the  chief 
means  of  prevention  of  disease  at  our  command. 

Posters  have  been  circulated  through  the  parish  at  intervals,  giving 
instructions  what  to  do  in  case  of  anyone  being  attacked  with  infectious 
disease.

DEEP  SEWERAGE. 

The  joint  Board  has  now  acquired  land  necessary  for  sewage  work 
and  sewage  disposal. 

All  internal  sewerage  in  the  Board’s  district  is  being  done  to  form 
part  of  a  general  system,  and  will  be  connected  with  the  main  sewer 
when  laid.  The  Board  has  taken  great  pains  to  obtain,  and  has  now 
decided  upon  a  means  of  trapping  house  drains  connected  with  sewers, 
which  they  hope  will  prevent  any  escape  of  sewer  gas  into  the  houses, 
and  at  the  same  time  will  not  be  liable  to  obstruction,  All  connections 
are  made  either  by  the  Board’s  Officials,  or  under  their  superintendance. 
New  Sewers  have  been  laid  in  several  streets. 

SURFACE  DRAINAGE. 

All  the  ditches  and  water  courses  in  the  parisn  have  been  cleaned 
out  at  frequent  intervals,  and  a  number  of  these  ditches  have  been  laid 
with  pipes 

NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

The  old  contracts  are  still  in  force.  The  Board  has  and  still  is 
acquiring  additional  sites  for  night  soil  tips.  Improvement  is  still  needed 
in  this  department. 

PAVING  FOOTPATHS. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  and  is  still  in  pro¬ 
gress  in  paving  footpaths  and  kerbing  and  channelling  streets. 

LIGHTING  AND  WATERING  STREETS, 

This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  the  Board  not  seeing  their  way  clear 
to  increase  the  area  of  lighting  and  watering  at  present. 

INSANITARY  AREAS. 

Tibbett’s  Gardens. 

Several  wells  have  been  closed  and  South  Staffordshire  water  has 
been  supplied  in  their  stead,  and  some  additional  closets  have  been  built. 
In  other  respects,  it  is  in  the  same  condition  as  mentioned  in  my  last 
report. 

Tividale,  Lower  Chapel  Street,  Tipton  Road,  and  Gilbert 

Street. 

A  number  of  insanitary  conditions  have  been  removed.  The  drains 
have  received  extra  attention.  Notice  has  been  served  to  close  a  block 
of  houses  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared 
for  the  drainage  of  those  parts  of  the  parish,  and  I  believe  the  inability 
to  obtain  the  necessary  loan  is  the  only  reason  this  important  work  is  not 
commenced.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company  to  lay  additional  mains  in  the  district. 

Subsidence  of  Land  at  Cakemore. 

A  subsidence  of  land  in  the  Cakemore  district,  near  Oldbury  Road, 
caused  a  serious  nuisance  through  the  breaking  of  some  drains  and  cul¬ 
verts  (which  conveyed  the  joint  sewage  of  part  oi  Blackheath,  and  Malt 
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Mill  Lane,  Long  Lane  and  Cakemore,)  and  allowing  their  contents  to 
pound  in  some  land  near  the  Blackheath  Railway  Station.  The  work  of 
rectifying  this  was  done  jointly  by  the  Rowley  Regis  and  Stourbridge 
Sanitary  authorities. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  two  houses  have  been  supplied  with  tap 
water,  but  there  still  remains  a  number  of  houses  supplied  by  wells  of 
a  more  or  less  objectional  quality.  The  water  of  forty-three  of  these  has 
been  analysed  and  thirty-seven  wells  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for 
use. 

Turner’s  Hill  and  district  are  still  without  any  proper  supply  not" 
withstanding  the  strenuous  exertions  made  by  the  Board  to  induce  the 
South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company  to  extend  their  water  supply 
to  this  district.  1  he  services  of  an  eminent  engineer  have  been  engaged 
and  several  schemes  have  been  submitted,  at  present  without  success, 
although  there  is  still  a  hope  that  the  work  will  be  accomplished  by  some 
special  arrangement.  Perry’s  Lake  was  also  practically  without  water 
during  part  of  the  summer.  This  district  is  now  supplied  by  the 
Company’s  mains. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  building  of  the  Permanent  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases 
has  been  postponed  for  the  present.  The  Hospital  at  Tividale  (for 
small-pox  patients  only)  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Oldbury  Local 
Board  during  an  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  their  district  immediately  on 
our  borders.  1  his  action,  by  enabling  the  Oldbury  Authority  to  isolate 
their  patients,  probably  prevented  this  disease  from  spreading  into  our 
district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION)  ACT. 

Diarrhoea  was  aoded  to  the  list  of  diseases  for  compulsary  notifica¬ 
tion  for  two  months,  commencing  at  the  end  of  September,  This  was 
afterwards  extended  for  an  additional  month. 

CONTRAVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
(NOTIFICATION)  ACT. 

Three  medical  men  failed  to  comply  with  this  Act  during  the  past 
>ear.  In  each  case  their  explanations  were  considered  satisfactory  by  the 
Board  and  no  action  was  taken  against  them. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  (SECTION)  120. 

Two  convictions  have  been  obtained  under  this  act,  viz.,  William 
Cooks  was  fined  for  allowing  his  houses  to  become  dilapidated  and 
unfiit  for  human  habitation.  J  he  houses  were  afterwards  put  in  repairs 

William  Evans  was  mulcted  in  costs  for  not  complying  with  an  order 
from  the  Board  to  provide  a  proper  manure  pit  at  Tividale 

DISINFECTOR. 

I  his  apparatus  still  gives  great  satisfaction,  and  has  done  a  great 
amount  ot  work,  no  less  than  three  hundred  and  ninety  five  lots  of 
clothing  having  been  disinfected  by  it.

Mr.  L.  B.  Allen,  the  vaccination  officer,  supplies  the  above 
information. 

In  this  district  vaccination  is  practically  evaded  to  a  very  great 
extent.  Many  people  comply  only  to  the  bare  letter  of  the  law  by 
having  their  children  vaccinated  in  one  or  two  places.  This  mode  of 
vaccination  can  only  afford  a  slight  protection  against  small  pox,  as  it  is 
a  generally  accepted  fact  amongst  all  those  who  are  not  totally  opposed 
to  vaccination  that  the  amount  of  protection  goes  in  a  direct  ratio  to  the 
number  and  quality  of  the  vaccine  vesicles  produced.  It  is  a  remark¬ 
able  fact,  that  amongst  the  few  cases  of  small-pox  we  have  had  in  this 
parish  this  last  year,  that  no  second  case  occurred  in  any  of  the  families 
whose  members  submitted  to  re-vaccination,  while  in  the  one  who 
refused  to  have  it  done  three  other  cases  occurred.  This  disease  was 
strikingly  modified  in  all  the  vaccinated  cases.  The  only  death  that 
occurred  was  to  an  unvaccinated  patient. 

I  append  the  schedules  of  work  done  in  the  department  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  as  furnished  by  each  of  those  officers. 

In  conclusion,  gendemen,  I  must  ask  you  to  look  leniently  upon 
the  many  imperfections  and  shortcomings  in  this  report,  and  to  bear  in 
mind  the  fact  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  devote  much  consecutive 
time  to  it,  but  have  written  the  greater  part  of  it  during  the  intervals  of  a 
busy  practice
